Not long ago strong influences 
were brought to bear upon the board 
of Directors of New York (Fan wood) 
Institution for the Deaf to have it 
changed from a combined system to 
a " pure oral" school. Fortunately 
for the cause of education of the deaf 
the movement did not succeed. The 
New York Institution is the second 
oldest in America. It has always 
stood in the van for the best results 
in the education of the deaf. The 
after-school record of its graduates 
and former pupils fully justifies the 
eclectic methods employed in their 
education. No oral school has ever 
surpassed the New York Institution 
in oral work. No oral school has 
ever been able to give its pupils as 
good a general practical education. 
No oral school has so well conserved 
the happiness of the deaf who have 
entered within and passed beyond 
the range of its influences. 

Professor Enoch Henry Currier, 
the efficient head of the New York 
Institution during the past quarter 
of a century, met the advances of 
the oralists with the unanswerable 
consensus of opinion of the educated 
deaf themselves, including the orally 
taught, as to the practical relative 
value of the combined system and 
and single oral method of instruction. 
The consensus of opinion of the edu- 
cated deaf — not only in America 
but in oral-ridden Europe — in the 
United Kingdom, in France, and in 
Germany, is this: 

THK MOVKMENT IN KAVOR OF PURK 
ORAUSM IS THE ACME OF UNWIS- 
DOM AND MISDIRECTED ZfiAi,. 

Professor Currier has rendered the 
cause of education a notable service 
and won the lasting gratitude of the 
deaf of the world, by publishing in 
pamphlet form numerous letters of 
protests against the proposed inva- 
sion of M pure oralism" into his 
school. The pamphlet is neatly and 
attractively printed and bears the 
very appropriate title: 

THE DEAF 

"By their fruits ye shall know 
them." 

The Volta Bureau, which exists 
"for the increase and diffusion of 
knowledge relating to the deaf," 
should see to it that Professor Cur- 
rier's valuable contribution to the 
store of knowledge relating to the 
deaf is translated into modern lan- 
guages and extensively circulated 
throughout the civilized world. 
More especially should it be brought 
to the immediate attention of school 
boards, parents' associations and the 

¥ublic generally, in this country. 
'he National Association for the 
Advancement of the Deaf without 
doubt will be glad to co-operate with 
the Volta Bureau in such a needful 
and worthy undertaking. 

As space in this department is 
limited, we can only give a few of the 
pointed excerpts from statements 
by the deaf orally taught, and by 
those taught under the Combined 
System, found in Professor Currier's 
pamphlet. 

Iu the M foreword " of his pamphlet 
Professor Currier, speaking after a 
highly successful experience of more 
than forty years has this to say : — 
"Theoretically, speech, and the abi- 
lity to recognize speech signs, is con- 
sidered as affording to the deaf the 
highest development. The theorist 
fails to recognize the fact that, to 
the deaf, speech does not produce 
the effect, arouse the enthusiasm, or 
restore to society, as in the case of the 
normal individual. Lip signs are 
the least effective in arousing, stimu- 
lating or enabling unhampered 
interchange of thought between in- 
dividuals." 

Isaac Goldbeig, chemist, New 
York: 

" I do not feel I owe my powers 
of speech and lip-reading to the Oral 
people, seeing I possessed these facul- 
ties before I entered their schools. 
The school may have helped to de- 
velop* these powers but what I am 
to-day I certainly do not owe to my 
ability to speak or read the lips 
however, know positively the learn- 
ing I now have which enables a 
earn my living, I obtained from the 
school exclusively."

" To banish signs from the schools 
is to take a backward step a hundred 
years. Even Germany, the home of 
oralism, is now waking to her stu- 
pendous error, and the use of signs 
is being more and more permitted. 
The opposition of the deaf to oralism 
is universal. England, Germany, 
France, Italy, all are unanimous in 
their antagonism to the method, and 
the oral graduates themselves are 
most frequently the bitterest foes of 
the method, for they feel they have 
been deprived of a full education — 
theirs by right — to waste their time 
to gratify the egoism of impractical 
theorists." 

Jay C. Howard, of the Howard In- 
vestment Co., Duluth: 

"Pure (there is no such thing) 
oralism has not a leg to stand upon. 
It is a Fad and a Fancy, a Delusion 
and a Snare. It is a menace to the 
deaf mentally and morally, atid robs 
them of the happiness and peace of 
mind God meant for them." 

Anson R. Spear, manufacturer, 
Minneapolis, Minn.: 

"The real test of the efficiency of 
a school for the deaf — of methods of 
education — is to be found, it seems 
to me, not in the school itself, but in 
the results as we find them in the 
outside world. Whether this be the 
correct view to take, or not, I must 
insist that the results as I have found 
them in my active life in the world, 
go to prove that the sign-language 
is beneficial to the deaf. It enables 
them to exercise better judgment, 
broadens and strengthens their un- 
derstanding, enables them to take a 
deeper and more comprehensive view 
of the affairs of life. Those who 
have had the benefit of the sign- 
language are stronger and more ag- 
sive, and take a more active part 
in the daily affairs of life. It enables 
them to enjoy life— to get real hap- 
piness and joy out of existence. 
Take the sign-language from them, 
and you deprive them of the one 
blessing that surely partially recom- 
penses them for the misfortune of 
deafness. ' '

They will say with one voice— and 
that voice not the artificial and 
mechanical voice of pure oralism — 
that signs are indispensable and the 
Combined system the only rational 
one to use. ' ' 

Alice C. Jennings, writer, one of 
the most distinguished products of 
"pure oralism," Melrose Highlands, 
Mass.: 

I c I was educated by the pure oral 
method, and up to a few years ago 
prejudiced against the use of any 
other. But, within the last decade, 
experience and observation have 
greatly changed my views, and I 
now think the sign-language useful 
at many points, and iu public ad- 
dresses of any kind indispensable. 
* * * It is significant, certainly, that 
those who most thoroughly under- 
stand the sign-language are also 
those who most thoroughly approve 
of it. Others should not condemn a 
thing the utility and beauty of which 
they do not at all understand." 

Oliver J, Whildin, Clergyman, 
Baltimore: 

" The oral method is committed 
to the elimination of the sign- 
language. Now, while I believe that 
the use of everything essential should 
be regulated, suppression and 
elimination is both undesirable and 
impossible. You cannot eliminate 
the sign-language. It is the natural 
language of the deaf. You may 
suppress its use to an extent, but in 
so doing you close an avenue to the 
mind and soul of the deaf-mute, and 
in so doing add to his losses. ' ' 

Kdwin A. Hodgson, Editor, New

"I have never known a case where 
signs had a harmful effect. Instead, 
they have stimulated the mind, in- 
spired the spirit and developed the 
natural capabilities of the individual, 
through their potency of being a 
quick, easy, and uutrammeled meth- 
od of intercommunication.

" I did not know a sign until my 
twentieth year, although deaf from 
early childhood. I have been told 
that I am a very good lip-reader; 
but I know I have never been able 
to follow an oral address delivered 
from a platform, no matter how 
favorable the conditions, nor have I 
ever met a lip- reader who asserted 
the possession of any such ability. 
Fragmentary sentences and guess- 
work must always form the basis of 
any story of practical utilization of 
lip-reading under these circum- 
stances. ' ' 

Henry C. White, author and 
teacher, Phoenix, Arizona: 

I * Oralists never taught by any 
method but their own, and cannot be 
expected to appreciate the utility of 
other methods than their own. * * * 
They are not in touch with the deaf 
at all, for their own graduates turn 
against them and their method, after 
they have gone out into the stress 
and strife of life's battles and found 
themselves worse handicapped than 
their more fortunate brethren and 
sisters whose lives had been rounded 
out by the combined system." 

J. Schuyler Long, Poet, editor and 
teacher, Council Bluffs, Iowa: 

*' Once in 60,000 there comes a 
Helen Keller; once in a thousand 
comes a deaf person, who by en- 
vironment supplied by wealth or 
circumstance may be made to forget 
the handicap of deafness; but it is 
not fair to the other 59,000 and the 
other 999, that they be judged by 
the exception and forced to suffer 
that the one success may be attained. ' * 

Philip J. Hasenstab, Minister, 
Chicago: 

" I know of many who were 
educated by the pure oral method. 
They have as a rule turned to the 
use of signs among the deaf and to 
writing among the hearing. Time 
and again they have regretted that 
they had not been educated under 
the Combined System, holding that 
they would have learned more while 
in school and still more in general. 
They now value education more than 
acquired speech, and thgy see what 
they have lost by attending pure oral 
method schools. * ' 

A. B. Greener, teacher, Columbus, 
Ohio: 

"It is claimed that in the educa- 
tion of the deaf the use of signs is a 
hindrance to their acquiring a cor- 
rect use of the English language. 
Hut is it really true? I claim it is 
not. Pupils who are and have 1 
taught solely by the oral method, 
play the same errors, and the cause of 
it is simply that English is a foreign 
language to the deaf. Persons at- 
tempting to master a language diffe- 
rent from their mother tongue have 
the same difficulty in speaking or 
writing it."

March 29, 1913— The worst flood 
in the history of Columbus struck 
the city early Tuesday morning as 
the result of continual rains, which 
began Sunday, and came down up 
to Wednesday night turning to snow 
then. Not only this city, but 
Zanesville, Delaware, Tiffin, Piqua, 
Troy, and Dayton, the latter more 
severely than any of the others were 
sufferers. The Scioto River here 
divides the city into east and west 
sides, and the latter lying mostly on 
the bottom lands received the great- 
est damage in property, and loss of 
life. Just what the death loss will 
be no one is able to tell at this writ- 
ing. It may be 500, ana it may 
jump up to a thousand. The pro- 
perty loss will go into the millions. 
All the bridges connecting the two 
sections have been swept away, but 
one from the central part of the 
city. Railroad bridges of the lines 
entering the city are down, and 
hence no mail has been received 
from out of town most of the week. 
The west side contains from thirty 
to forty thousand people, and is 
dotted with factories, railroad shops, 
State Insane Hospital, and Imbecile 
institution. These two latter how- 
ever are upon high ground beyond 
the water's reach, and many fine 
tesidenoee. The danger warning 
was given Monday evening, and 
people began to seek safety. All 
through the night, the river over- 
flowed its banks submerging houses 
rapidly* and manv people had lit- 
tle time to escape the onrusbing 
current. Soon some of the houses 
were moved from their foundations, 
and were swept down stream or 
Overturned,. Row boats and launch- 
es weie brought ,over from Buck 
Lake to use in the rescue of the 
marooned, and bring them over. 
The public halls, State institutions 
were thrown open for the refugees. 
The School for the Deal is caring for 
100, among them two deaf families, 
Mr. and Mis. Stanley and Mr. and 
Mrs. Wyckoff. And in the midst 
of the calamity and suffering the 
noblest of all was hearty response 
Of the citizens to give succor to the 
stricken in the way of money, food, 
clothing and shelter. Hardly had 
the calamity become kuown when 
means at once were under way to 
provide for the unfortunate. The 
Itate has appropriated $250,000 for 
the flood sufferers throughout the 
State The United States Govern- 
ment has on large supplies, while 
other States and cities are coming 
to the rescue with generous aid. 
All of which goes to show that in 
times of affliction human hearts 
iMNtt iu sympathy for those distrees- 
ed. 

Mr. McGregor came over to 
school Monday, but when he reach- 
ed the traction station at noon to go 
home, he was informed that the 
Town Street bridge was down and 
that the Grove City Electric Car 
Line was out of business. He start- 
ed to go to his home Friday noon, 
but as it was necessary to get a pass 
from the city authorities to cross 
the forbidden path, he was compel- 
led to stand in line several hours, 
and later it was found necessary 
for hun to return to the school. 
Ernest and Miss Zell had to go 
through the same formality in order 
to be allowed to cross the Fifth 
Avenue bridge and then walkabout 
five miles to their home. They 
were not able to come down to school 
till Friday, owing to a break in the 
dale Street bridge. 

The electric lights went out, 
Tuesday morning, on account of 

the power house being submerged, 

and as a consequence the city has 
been in utter darkness since, atid 
that Includes public and private 
houses. At the School for the Deaf 

lanterns and candles had to be 

brought into use in the halls, diuing- 
toottv and study-rooms Drinking 
water too failed for a day, owing to 
a break In a water main.

ENGRAVER DEPORTED BECAUSE OP 
DEAFNESS. 

John C. Hadfield, an English en- 
graver, came here from Liverpool a 
few days ago to secure employment 
at his trade. Had fluid brought his 
tools and expected to experience no 
difficulty iu obtaining work. He 
was not permitted lo land, however, 
because the immigration physicians 
found him to be afflicted with deaf- 
ness. Hadfield was yesterday de- 
ported on the Canadian, the same 
ship that brought him to this coun- 
try. 

In this case it does seem that our 
emigration laws are loo severe. 
This man had come over to ply his 
trade and had brought along his 
tools thus showiug that he could 
and was perfectly willing to earn 
his living, but it was discovered ihat 
he was deaf, so back to the country 
he came from he must go. This is 
really an injustice and we think the 
government's attention should he 
called to it, and have the law chang- 
ed in such manner that something 
else besides deafness or as Inability 
to work be dependent upon some 
one for aid should govern such 
cases. Its to be regretted the emi- 
grant agent or officer in Boston did 
not call upon some one of the in- 
telligent deaf there, aud endeavor 
to ascertain whether the man was a 
fit subject to be allowed to enter 
the country or not, instead of arbi- 
trarily sending him back simply be- 
cause of his deafness. 

This letter is mailed at the usual 
time, but it may be a week reach 
ing its destination under present 
conditions.

Regimental Tournament. 

On Saturday evening, the band 
and cadets, arrayed iu their nattiest,

Throughout this combat 
readers must remember that the 
deafeuing roar of the rapid-fire 
artillery guns In the mtmle fort was 
so dreadful that the non-combat- 
ants in the assemblage were forced to 
shield their ears fiom the tremend- 
ous noise which made the large 
Armory reverberate from floor to 
roof. Even the deaf present 
shrank back. After the last 
echo of the banging had died away 
and the lights bad been turned on, 
the battalion gave its final exhibi- 
tion, that being the afternoon dress 
parade aud sound off. 

Refreshments were then distri- 
buted in an adjoining room, which 
the boys eagerly appreciated 
They were then dismissed from the 
ranks to greet frieudsand relatives. 
At about one o'clock the first call 
sounded, and then the battalion 
marched out while the crowds bade 
good-bye. Returning safely to the 
Institution, a pretty tired huueh 
slept sound till morning. 

The pupils resumed their studies 
and routine duties on Wednesday, 
the 26th, having spent enjoyable 
vacations at home throughout the 
Eastertide.

Old and New China. 

Last Thursday evening, at 8:15, 
Major Van Tassell introduced Mr. 
Z, T. Ing, who lectured on the 
above. He began in the Chinese 
custom, bowing low with both hands 
clasped to the front. He opened 
with a series of remarks describing 
the ways the Chinese people marry 
and live. Their ways are very odd, 
but have improved since the past 
Revolution. Stereopticon views 
were shown of China and her near- 
by waters. One of these was of the 
great wall of China which partly 
separates this kingdom. This great 
wall was built to protect that 
country from the raids made long 
ago by the Tartars. Other his- 
torical Chinese landmarks were 
shown, many of them being de- 
scribed by the lecturer. 

Rice industry is one of the prin- 
cipal occupations of the inhabitants. 
Wide views of these fields show 
that the grain is raised in places 
partly submerged in water about a 
foot deep. In nearly all parts the 
water is several inches above the 
soil. Swampy places seem to be 
the best for growing the nation's 
diet. The climate of China is 
similar to that of Italy, It being 
warm and having fertile ground for 
flowers aud plants. Bamboo trees 
are thickly planted in this country. 
The use of bamboo poles are num- 
erous. For huts they take the 
place of wood, and in other ways the 
people have adopted them for use 
as tools. 

One of the greatest and most 
disastrous rivers iu China is com* 
mouly know as the Yangtze River. 
It is about 35 hundred miles long, 
and often overflows its banks caus- 
ing floods and terrible loss, Pro- 
perty is usually destroyed annually 
in the vicinities near it. Everyone 
knows of the bad opium habit which 
for mauy years has been a fad in 
China. This curse is being wiped 
out by missionaries aud people not 
approving it. Opium is a drug 
which is deadly to the body. It 
makes the body weak and mind 
dull. For this reason, China is no 
doubt backward in ranking with 
other nations, as opium smokers 
are not industrion* — la fu*»t. thAj? 
are like drunkards, and crave for 
the drug after it is gone. Tem- 
ples built to worship gods and 
idols are being demolished for China 
is improviug rapidly in civiliza- 
tion. Mr. lug gave a brief de- 
scription of the Revolution Just 
passed, which has now subsided. 
This war was terrible, for those 
not in it were carelessly slaughter- 
ed or stripped of their possessions 
and left to starve. China is now a 
republic, and bids fare in time to im- 
prove enough to equal those of the 
present era.
